(Regulation and Abolition) Central (Amendment)

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette.

1 . These rules may be called the Industrial Disputes (Central) 
Third Amendment Rules, 1972. 

2. In the Industrial Disputes (Central) Rules, 1957, after 

rule 22, the following rules shall be inserted, namely : 

"22A. Setting aside ex-parte orders, awards and reports: 

(1) On an application made within thirty days from 
the date of knowledge of an ex-parte order, award 
or report by the party concerned, the Board, Court, 
Labour Court, Tribunal, National Tribunal or 
arbitrator may, for sufficient cause, set aside, after 
notice to the opposite parly, such order, award, or 
report as the case may be; 

(2) The Board, Court, Labour Court, Tribunal, Na- 
tional Tribunal or arbitrator may, on sufficient 
cause being shown, extend the period referred to 
in sub-rule (1); 

(3) An application under sub-rule (1) shall be supported 
by an affidavit. 
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22B, Stay of operation of awards : — 

The Labour Court, Tribunal, National Tribunal or 
arbitrator shall have the power to stay the operation 
of an award, conditionally or otherwise, in appro- 
priate cases, until the application for setting aside 
ex-parte orders is disposed off finally.”
